IMPORTANT TURF EVENTS OF 1858-9. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Dec. 21, 1860, 

Frkiors ‘‘Spirit'’—In a paper for your journal, written some weekasines, 
I gave some of the principal events which havegiven the Turf the great 
celebrity it has enjoyed for the last two years or thereabouts. My pur- 
pose in the present article is to finish the review thus commenced, and 
from the data thus given let judgment be made. 

The Metairie Course at New Orleans has long been proverbial, not only 
as a track of the finest order, but the racing over it has always been of 
much and deserved repute. Messrs. Kenner, Wells, Minor, Taylor, Binga- 
man, Lecomte, etc., have been not only liberal patrons of the Turf, but also 
enjoy celebrity for the fine horses they have bred, and as this track is ge- 
nerally chosen for their debut, no surprise is manifested at the great events 
which there take place. 

On the sixth of April, '58, Minnehaha (by Mahomet, dam by Kolipse) 
ran three mile heats, in 5:35—5:46, and two days afterwards mile heats, 
best three in five, in 1:50—1:48—1:45—1:46. Rupee by Voucher, and La 
Variete by Louis d’Or, both signalised themselves at this time, the for- 
mer by winning three mile heats in 3:39}—3:30}—3:43}, and subse- 
quently beating Tom McGuffin (a horse of much fame) in the remarkable 
time of 7:39—7:35, four mile heats—the last mentioned ran mile heats 
in 1:47—1:46, most excellent time for a filly only in her two-year-old 
form, and this a victory over the now-renowned Starke. The Metairie was 
the scene of some of Bonnie Lassie’s triumphs, and many they were; 
now, unfortunately, she is removed necessarily from the Turf, but will 
probably do efficient service in the breeding paddock ; taking into oon- 
sideration her early withdrawal from active training, before she became 





perishable binding, that we have ever seen ; in fact, we question if any- 
thing so cumplete has ever before been produced.

He found, on examination, that an entirely new style of pa- 
per would have to be adopted, paper differing from the ordinary white 
smooth pressed, so attractive to the uncultivated eye, yet so easily de- 
stroyed even by moderate usage; he therefore had manufactured a hea- 
vier paper out of the most valuable stock, in which the fibre is absolutely 
preserved, imparting to the fabric the most wonderful durability, and 
giving it a soft yellow hue, utterly different from that possessed by cheap 
paper. The next thing was to obtain a durable leather, which was only 
to be had direct from the most responsible houses in Russia, one large 
skin being only sufficient for the cover of a single book, the centre alone 
being used. Having brought together all that was necessary, the next 
and most important consideration was a responsible and experienced 
binder, who could put all the choice things selected in the completed 

form of a costly and durable volume. Mr. Abbey fortunately met with 
Messrs. R. C. Root, Anthony & Co., whose large experience in the manu- 
facture of Bank and Record books make them superior to all competition, 
and the result is the production of the volume before us, which is lite- 
rally, with ordinary care and usge, indestructible, forming what was the 
original design, an heirloom that may descend from generation to gene- 
ration, the appropriate repository of the family genealogy, and the centre 
of all sacred associations. 

As this is a book published at the South, and designed more particu- 
larly for distribution in that section of the Union, we may perhaps be 
justified (in consideration of the agitation between the North and tke 
South) in saying, that Messrs. R. C. Root, Anthony & Co., are among the 
most substantial and conservative of our city merchants ; that they have 
always been distinguished for their truly national principles, and their 
deep sympathy with, and friendship for the South, displayed in a health- 
ful tone of action, and ia always discouraging sectional animosities, and 
in years gone by, by their deep sympathy with the action of the Southern 
Methcdist Church, which they felt at the time of the separation was the 
natural result of Northern Ecclesiastical bigotry, that has since ripened 
into a flame that threatens to weaken the fraternal relations between 
the North and the South, and possibly dissolve the Union. 


In conclusion we would say that the geneologics! register, which 
forms so material a part of this eplendid volume, is one of the hand-

Perhaps the most remarkable running at twe 
mile heats was reserved to be performed by the veteran M. D., alias Mat 
Spangler, alias Spider Legs, by Tally-ho (son of Boston), at Watertown, 
New York as follows : 3:38} won by Marksman (by Glencoe)—8:36 (dead 
heat with the same)—3:444—3:47}, won by M. D. On the following day 
he won again at three mile heats in fine time. At Baltimore some racing 
has taken place (limited, however, to one meeting during the time em- 
braced in this summary); the most noticeable feature hore was the four 
mile race between Tar River and Sue Washington, won by the former in 
fine style in 7:434—7:43. Slasher (andther of the Washington family, son 
of Sarah W.),by Childe Harold, beat Shockoe, at Ashland, Va., four mile 
heats, in 7:454—7:48, track very heavy. Subsequently at Petersburg he 
defeated Tar River the same distance in the slim time of 8:04—8:08}, 

the course being deep in mud. On Long Island, Bill Cheatham and 
Tar River have had two and three mile contests, the former ending in 
favor of the son of Albion, the last in favor of Tar River. While speak- 
ing of the last named horse I cannot refrain from alluding to his great 

merit as a campaigner—few horses have done more, or done better, indeed 
done as well—travelling from one end of the Union to the other, he has 
ever proved himself a formidable competitor, and generally the winner. 

His endurance is almost beyond conception, and at times he has shown 
turns of speed rarely equalled. When removed from the Turf to the Stud 
he will be a most valuable acquisition, and if he transmits his great 
strength and everlasting staying powers, the Turf will be benefitted by 
his withdrawal. When this takes place I shall fully expect to herald 
victories for his sons and daughters. Jack Gamble is a horse of the same 
class, and has probably seen more service than any other now living. 

Of the same class are Mat Spangler, Don Juan, Laura Spillman, Nicho- 

las I., Lizaie McDonald, and Gov. Wickliffe; their victories are as wide 

as the Union, and as campaigners they have few equals.

In July and 
August, in the dry weather which almost invariably accompanies thoge 
months, the birds are forced into the swamps for feed when so young and 
so weak, that they can easily be killed by any boy with a gun and cur 
dog. And now, when almost every swamp throughout the cultivated 
parts of the State has some market shooter ready to destroy the young 
birds, woodcock must soon be exterminated, unless a law be passed pro- 
hibiting summer shooting. In the fall it is a very different matter. 
Woodcock are scattered over an immense extent of country ; are strong 
on the wing, and comparatively but a small proportion of them can be 
killed ‘To the real sportsman a dozen October woodcock give more 
sport than fifty of the poor half fledged fluttering birds one slaughters in 


July. ‘It is very short sighted, it appears to me, to pass a law that, at 


the best, gives us two or three days of slaughter in July or August, in 
preference to one that makes good shooting during the whole of October, 
and the greater part of November, and not only that, but a few more 
years of summer shooting, and that, too, will be destroyed. In conge- 
quence of no birds having been killed this summer, I know of one huni 
dred and fifty woodcock being killed this fall on two shooting grounds 
in this State where I have been for years quail shooting, and have never 
| known twenty woodcock to be killed at the same season before. These, 
too, were birds bred in the neighborhood, and would have been destroy- 
ed with mapy others in July, had it not been for the present game law. 
Let then a law be passed making partridge and woodcock shooting com- 
mence say on the first of September, and quail shooting on the twentieth 
and twenty-fifth of October. Let the penalty be small—tive dollars for 
|each bird—let the fine go to the poor of the country—and let the 
possession of the game constitute the offence, and I am satisfied we 
shall soon have better shooting than we have had for years.

Asa Mozart commemoration, neither of the events came up to the 
mark. There was not enough of Mozart in either of them, and the bulk 


what was performed was certainly too lively for a funereal exhibition. 
The reinforcements despatched to the China station, since the news of 
the Peiho disaster reached us, now eleven weeks since, amounts to one 
frigate, of 51 guns; three screw-sloops, of 14 to 21 guns; five, of 4 and 
6 guns; three paddle-wheel frigates, of 6 and 16 guns; and one troop- 
ship, of 8 guns ; making a total force of 166 guns, in addition to which 
nine gun-boats have sailed. All these vessels took an extra number of 
marines. The Simoon took 460 men, of the Royal Artillery, Engineers, 
&c., with a very full complement of officers. A large quantity of shot, 
ammunition, stores, &c., have also been shipped by hired vessels. The 
steamer Thunder is now loading, and tenders are out for other steamers 
for the conveyance of stores and troops; but with the exception of the 
handful of troops per Simoon none have sailed. ‘‘If our Government,’ 
says the China ‘‘Telegraph,’’ ‘‘really intend operating against the Chi- 
nese, the delay is very reprehensible, and the only solution we think 
that can be given is, that opinion on the matter,in the Ministry differs. 
It is of the most vital importance that the forces should be in the Gulf 
of Petchili by the first of May, to secure the two coolest summer months 
for the campaign ; andas vessels at this season of the year, with the 
north-east monsoon in the China sea, will take one hundred to one hun- 
dred and twenty days for the passage to Hong Kong, and as we are now 
at the end of November, it will seen that not an hour is to be lost, as of 
course some delay must necessarily take place al Hong Kong before the 
men can be re-embarked for the north. Inreference to troops from In- 
dia, the only result we know to the cry of ‘ten thousand men going to 
China’ is that fifty men have volunteered from the ranks of the malcon- 
ents who claimed their discharge from Her Majesty’s Indian army.’’ 


At La Celle, in the Correze, an interesting discovery was made a few 
days ago, namely, of seven very ancient tombs, one containing a funeral 
urn, almost complete, and the others fragments of other urns. The 
tombs are cut out of granite, and though close together do not comuni- 
cate with each other. They are somewhatin the shape ofan urn, and 
six of them about five and a half feet high, and in the widest part three 
and a quarter feet diameter; the seventh being somewhat larger. 
Though executed probably when the Romans were in Gaul, the tomb 
from being in granite have suffered little from the lapse of time. The urn 
is made of the clay of the district,{and bears no trace of varnish ; it is two 
inches in diameterin the widest part, and about ten and a-balf high. 
The fragments of the broken urns were of the same material. In the 
tombs were some pieces of charcoal and some calcined bones, which must 
have been placed in the urns after the cremation of the bodies.

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HINTS ON DRAINING.

Qld Whip’ for several instructive articles ia your valuable columns,’’ 
ko. While I would wish to thank Mr. P. for his polite notice of ‘‘Old 
Whip’s’’ efforts to convey useful information to your readers on the 
panks of the noble Mississippi, I cannot but feel my own inadequacy, 
and regret that the distance between your friend's location and ‘‘Old 
Whip’s,’’ not only prevents that intercourse so essentially necessary to 
agricultural improvement, but places the latter at a disadvantage from 
the want of a knowledge of the district which ocular inspection alone 
oan give, and much as I feel desirous to say more on the subject, the 
want of that local knowledge renders my remarks of less value, and con- 
sequently lsd interesting to your friends than they otherwise would be. 

Of draining ([ am not accustomed to call it ‘subsoil draining’) there 
are various kinds, as I have already expressed on a previous occasion ; 
put draining means the ne plus ultra, somatimes called ‘‘furrow’’ or tho- 
rough draining ; that is, taking away uaderground, by tiles, the super- 
fuous and obnoxious water stagnant in the land. 

There is no subject ia the whole science of agriculture of so much im- 
portance as draining the land, for it fills the purse, and is the builder’s 
sorner stone upon which the superstructure of all other improvements 
can with safety be built. 

As this ‘‘hobbie’’ of our friend’s has not yet been mounted, and while 
he is thinking about it, let us hope that something, some fortunate turn 
of Dame Fortune's whael, miy bring us together, when we can discuss 
the pro and con, and describe tie why aad wherefore. 

Making the pipes, or tiles (they ace all tiles, and therefore we will call 
them tiles,) with a tile machine (Clayton’s, or any other,) is not the 
most difficult part to learn ia tile making and draining, we will there- 
fore slightly glance at one or two other things counected therewith, of 
eqaal, if not of more importance to a beginner. 

I cannot do better than commence the subject by quoting the words 
of some old cuisine author, usedia giving a recipe for hare soup, who 
gays, ‘‘First catch your hare,’’ and in order to drain effectually and eco- 
nomically, I say ‘First fiad your clay!’ I cana assure Mr. P. that mak- 
ing a ‘‘pipe tile’ is about the most simple thing in the operation of 
draining. 

The clay is the firat thing to be considered : it should rot contain too 
much sand, and it must bo, if possibie, free from stones, and especially 
lime stones, for they would burst an! break the tiles, and thereby spoil 
the drains. If the clay has small lim stones io it, and there is no other 
to be had, it must then be grouad throigh a mill, to crush the stones 
to powder, which will thea amalgamate with the clay, and io that state 
do no harm. 

Tae clay should be as cantrical as possible, whether the object be to 
drain one plantation, or any given number rouad, go that the distance is 
not too great or too expaasive, aid the first thins to be dona, asa be- 
ginning, is to make bricks, for which a kil (or two if neceisary) must 
be built, in which to bura the tiles when made. Taese kilns are made 
something like a large oven, and they have to stand a eonsiderable heat. 
Wood also is wanted for sheds, in which to make the tile:, and shelving 
+o place them upon todry. The shsdsand shelving are necessary to pro- 
tect the process from frost or rain, eitaer of which wouldspoil the work, 
if it did not totally destroy it. - 4 

While this is goiag on, the clay for pipss should bs prepared, ¢. ¢., it 
must be dug and watered; then turaed over and again watered, and then 
lay some time, and perhapssliced (which maais cutting it in another 
way with a woolen tool, and again turaing it, allowing it more time to 
sour or tempar) ; it may then bs pat through a pug mill, and then into 
& proper tile michine, and the tile is made. 

Interim, there are a few things which I would advise our friend, or any 
gentleman intending to commence draiaing, to endeavor to make them- 
selves acquainted with, as they are essential to success. 

lst. The art of tempering or prepa:iag the clay for the machine. 
Clays diffsr much, even in the same locality: some are too weak, that is, 
they contain too much sand or earthy matter, ani the tiles made from 
such clay would eventually parish ; then azain some are too strong, and

grass, or anything of that kind, to preveat the soil from washing into 
and stopping up the drains. (God tiles wall laid need no collars, ama- 
teurs and inexperienced persons oaly use them, excepting for a quick- 
sand, for which use every precaution; thay are the most difficult things 
the drainer has to encounter. 

Clay will aot prevent the wator gaiting iato the drain; the water en- 
ters the tiles from the bottom of the drain and not from the top, as all 
young drainers imagine. 

The best form for sheds, or one a3 good as any, isa star, with the ma- 
chine placed in the centre, and the shelves ar ranged along each wing or 
point (this will save labor), and the shads should ba placed ag near the 
clay bed as possible, which should be as near the property to be drained 
a8 it can be got. 

For a small place one oblong building? with the machine in the cen- 
tre, may do very well. Having mysolf gone through the ordeal when 
young and when very little was known about draining, and before the 
machines were invented, Iam desirous that your friends should avoid 
4ome of the errors and mistakes which I, and many others at that day, 
from inexperience, committed, namely, thinkiog that four feet was too 
deep, and putting the tiles in only two, or two feet six, filling the drains 
with broken stones, brick rubbish, ashes, and all kinds of porous sub- 
stances, fearing the water would not getin. Time and experience has 
shown that all these, and many more, are great follies. In conclusion, 
I would say to our friends, Mr. P. io particular, and to the ‘‘Spirit’’ 
readers generally, drain by al) means, it will pay, it is the foundation of 
all agricultural improvements; but, while you are doing, as it isa very 
expensive business, take every care that it is done well ; go deep 
enough, and have no unevenness ia the bottom of the draio, have a

OUR SCOTTISH CURRESPONDENCE. 
Introdactory—The Dougali Guns, Ete. 
GtLascow, ScoTLanp, Dec. 2, 1859. 

Dear ‘‘Spirit."'"—I have to apologise not only to you, but also to those 
of your readers who may generally think my writings worthy of peru- 
sal, for the delay which has unavoidably occurred in the commence- 
ment of what may probably be alengthened continuation of correspon. 
dence. When I had the honor of being appointed your Scottish corres- 
pondent, the busy shooting season was setting in, and since ther an un- 
usual excitement on the subject of rifles, and rifle-shooting, has taxed 
the time and energies of British gunsmiths. Weare now beginning to 
learn, on this side of the Atlantic, the impropriety of the youth and the 
strength of the nation being quite unskilled in the use of firearms, for 
be it known to your readers, our generally enclosed country and our 
game lawa, which I, however, hold as necessary, throw the mass of the 
population out of the list of sportsmen. At present, a reaction, almost 
amounting to a mania, has set in, and in allj probability 1860 will wit- 
ness the armament of half a million of riflemen, not mock warriors, but 
drilled andtrained to the use of the most deadly weapon science has 
yet produced, and animate1 with patriotism and a determination to 
enforce peace by the surest means, the power to put down aggression. 
To you who reckon your skilled marksmen by the million, this is but 
the natural state of matters, but with us it is something new and excit- 
ing, and will prove a turning point in European politics and history. 
This is one of the effects of the gradual enlightenment on freedom and 
government, dating from 1832, the old prejudice against arming the 
people en masse having died out. 


To one who has long advocated the practice of field sports, as eondu- 
cing to the strength and etamina of a nation, it is a matter of rejoicing 
to find that in America such a paper as the New York ‘Spirit of the 
Times,’’ exists and flourishes, and possesses s0 animated a circle of cor- 
respondents from all parts of the States. Among those who figure 
prominently in your columns, I recognise the fine Roman hand of one, 
if not more gentlemen, with whom I heve bad the most gratifying pri- 
vate communication. Be assured, dear ‘‘Spirit,’’ that your task is an 
honorable one, and that in directing your rising generation to the time 
honored practice of field sports, you are endowing them with that 
strength of body on which is superinduced a sound judgment, with 
Spartan vigor and Roman firmness, and that you need not fear the ab- 
sence of Athenian intellect. There are teachers of every variety of men- 
tal acquirement by the thousand ; one cannot number all the professors 
of all the ‘‘ologics.’’ Commercial competition vies with political am- 
bition in overtasking the brain ; you stop it and say, ‘‘Come, this is all 
very good, but shall we not do alittle for the body?’ Divest field- 
sports of every poss'ble excrescence, purify them to the maintenance of 





the limbs that tire not, the eye that fails not, the enterprise that dares 
all, and the endurance that bears all, and you have at once the means 


of preserving a nation, innocently and peacefully, in all that can give 
strength to man, and prove a protection to woman. 
I had intended to write this introductory letter without any reference 


to technical matters, but I have been induced to depart from this, through 
observing that a controversy upon the style of building modern guns 
has been carried on in more than one American newspaper ; I having the 
merit or demerit of having caused the same, through introducing one or 
two guns made without ramrods, and that many suppose that I am sin- 
gular in adopting this style. Now this is one of the recognized improve- 
ments in fowling pieces, and gun: are almost invariably so made now by 
all the leading tradesmen. I myself shoot with one so made in prefer- 
ence, and the why and wherefore is as follows; There are two ways of 
making a gun shoot well, one by sheer weight and lots of powder, the 
other by thin hard-hammered elastic barrels, which possess a myste- 
rious power of propulsion. The boring of these barrels is one of the 
most delicate manipulative operations. This boring cannot be taught 
by one man to another, but depends for correctness on delicacy of touch, 
even as a blind man can read raised print, or catch the most gently 
breathed whisper. When a good gun is fired, there runs along the bar- 
rel a wave of expansion, accompanying the charge in its course from 
breech to muzzle, and upon the evenness of this wave’s course depends 
the refinement of shootiog power. So much is this recognised that 
money amounting tothe whole original cost of plain guns is paid to 
dexterous barrel-filers, who work by hand only, not machinery, so to 
finish barrels that no one part of the whole shall be thioner at one side 
than another. If otherwise, unequal expansion ensues, and the shot, 
instead of passing out perpenilicularly, as it were, from the breech, is 
jostled first to one side then to the other, and the central pellets, the 
effective ones, and on which long range depends, are thrown out of the 
direct course they would otberwise have taken. Suppose, then, that this 
wave be acted upon by a break in the under rib of the barrels to admit 
ramrod pipes, by the pipes themselves, and by the ramrod, and you dis- 
cover the value of a continued amenity of barrel frem end to end. This 
may be said to be hyper-refiuement, but it is no such thing. IfI fire at 
a@ bird sixty yards off, and convey to it one pellet through such refine- 
ment, am I not right to use it? And it is at such long ranges that a 
good gun asserts ita superiority, while its lightness and balance give 
pleasure and satisfaction tothe owner. If a gun can be made to hit 
ten times correctly, while another hits only nine times, which would 
you prefer? and if by any means we can obtain that almost despaired of 
requirement, strength with closeness of shooling, we reach the aim of science 
in the projection of smallshot. Mark this, that it by no means follows 
that agun so made shal. blow its game to pieces at nearer ranges. It 
drives cential pellets te a great distance, not the whole body of the shot, 
which disperses equally, but does not leave a gaping central void. I do 
not pretend to say that a good gun cannot be made with a ramrod, but 
I do say, that without a rod, the chances are in favor of the gun. The 
ramrod is made of cane, and is carried in a short leathern sheath, under 
the left armpit, projecting behind at an angle of 45 degrees, it in no way 
incommodes the sportsman. . 

As to straightness of stock, that is a matter of taste, siss and shape of 
person, shooting on foot, or from horseback. I have no prejudices on 
this point beyond this, (which is not a prejudice), let every man shoot 
with a stock rather straighter than he may like the first day ortwo. I 
shall explain this in future letters, and I also desire to say that I shall 
be happy to answer, but in your columns only, any special queries upon 
peculiar poiats of fuwling pieces, always providing that such queries are 
likely to have a general interest to your readers. In fact I cannot well 
continue to purvey information, unless I get some clue to what is likely 
to be of use. I sbaJl, therefore, desire any such special queries to be sent 
to my agents, Messrs. J. L. and 'T. B. Biseell, Charleston, 8. C., who will 
transmit them to me, and I shall give them my careful consideration, 
and reply in your paper. My long experience in practical literature on 
all manner of subjects, and the dear bought knowledge, that my usual 
signature in the London Press, ‘‘A Glasgow Gunmaker,’’ does not conceal 
my identity, while itarms others willing to wound with the power of 
really writing anonymously, although I have came victoriously out of 
every controversy, indaces me to sign myself, however irregular real 
siguatures may be, Yours faithfully, J.D. Doveatn. 


CHEMISTRY IN ITS APPLICATION TO ANIMAL 
AND VEGETABLE PHYSIOLOGY.---No. III.

Previous to the time of Bichat, who may be called the founder of phi- 
losophic anatomy, the body was considered as made up of various parts 
or organs ; when these parts had been enumerated, the task of desorip- 
tion was over. Bichat flashed light upon the science, when he showed 
that the organs themselves were made up of various tissues, or elemen- 
tary structures, each of which preserved its characteristic properties in 
whatever part of the body it might be found. Thus the heart, for ins 
stance, is an organ constructed out of muscular tissue, nervous tissue, 
and adipose tissue—each of these tissues manifesting the same proper- 
ties in the heart which it manifests in every other organ; just as the va- 
rious substances out of wuicha ship is constructed—wood, hemp, cop! 
per, ivory, tar, &c.—preserve their characteristic properties, though the 
wood may berudder, deck, or mast, and the iron, anchor, nail, or cable. 

The animal fabric is composed of organs, and the organs of tissues. 
The elementary constituents of the tissues are cells. Of the latter, Bichat knew 
nothing. 

The doctrine of the elementary structure of plants and animals may, 
in fact, truly be sail to belong to the last half century. The perma- 
nently cellular structure of many parts of plants had been recognised, 
but it was not till 1835, when Valentin pointed ou‘ the close resem- 
blance of the cells of the vascular layer of the embryo to these vegetable 
cells. Schleidn soon after detailed the development of the vegetable cells 
in a verycomplete and elaborate manner. It wasreserved for Schwaun 
to show that the resemblances observed by Valentin between embryonic 

tissues of the animal, and those of the vegetable, were mere parts of a 

vast generalization ; that there was oac comnon principle of develop- 

ment of plants and animals; and that this principle consiste lin the de- 

velopment of bot’ from a peculiarly organized vesicle or cell, which was a 
in both animal and vegetable, the seat of special an1 simi!ar forces, ma- 

nifested by phenomena of nutrition and growth, which proceeded in 
both in the same or similar manner. Tist especially the development 

and growth of the tissues of the animal was not, as hitherto supposed, by 
means of a secretion from the surface of its already organised tissues, or 

from its vessels, but was essentially ascribable to the cells, or the grow- 
ing tissues themselves ; cells preceding the existence of all vessels, and 
always strictly extra vascular. 

The elementary cell, known as the ecloblast, is a perfectly closed vesi-~ 
cle, in which we may distinguish a special investment, the cell, mem- 
brane, and'contents. The Jatter was always composed of a fluid, con- 
taining formed particles of various kinds, aud a peculiar rounded body,

OpreNIXG OF THE VicToRIA BripGe ror Trarric.—On Saturday, Dec. 17, 
the Victoria Bridge, the greatest ia the world, the crowning achieve- 
ment of Ropert STEPHENSON, the greatest engineer’s greatest invention 
in Bridge building, was fixally opened for traffic. In view of the for- 
mal opening by the company next spring, Mr. Hoposs, the agent and 
representative of the contractors, did not intend to make the occasion 
on Saturday a grand celebration. Yet be felt that he could not allow 
the opening of the bridge for traffic to pass without inviting his friends 
to cross it in the first train, and partake of a collation. But when the 
list of his friends, and the notables it was proper to invite, came to be 
made out, it was swelled to a great length. Accordingly at the hour 
appointed on Saturday—one o'clock p. m.—nearly a thousand Mon- 
trealers, members of the government, &c., wended their way to the 
Point St. Charles depot.

A Model Speech.—Hooper, in his Montgomery ‘‘Mail,’’ says—‘‘Some 
men cover a whole newspaper to say very little. Others ‘knock ‘the 
black out’ in a few brief sentences, as the Senator from Madison, Gel. 
FixminG, did yesterday, on the bill to prevent adulteration of liquors. 
It is a speech after our own heart, and here it is :— 

‘Mr. President—This is the most important measure that has been be- 
fore this body at this session. Spirituous liquors, sir, isa beverage in 
which we all indulge, more or less. It is well known, sir, that there are 
persons so lost to every sentiment of hnmanity, as to put strychnine and 
other poisonous substances in this popular beverage. Sir, in my opinion, 
the villain who perpetrates so great an outrage ought to suffer death."’ 





Ingenious Mode of Tying Horses.—The Icelanders have a most curious 
custom, and a most effectual one, of preventing horses from straying, 
which, I believe, is entirely peculiar to this Island. Two gentlemen, 
for instance, are riding together without attendants; and wishing to 
alight for the purpose of visiting some objects at a distance from the 
road, they tie the head of one horse to the tail of another, and the 
head of this to the tail of the former. In this state it is utterly im 
sible that they can move on, either backwards or forwards, one gaihies 
| the one way and the other the other ; and, therefore, if disposed to move 
at all, it will be only in a circle, and, even then, there must be an 
ment to turn their heads the same way.

Tue SavaGe ANv Civitizep Man.—Mr. Higginson recently delivered a 
lecture in Boston, intending to show that high civilization was superior 
to barbarism in developing man in the physical as wel! as in the moral 
qualities. His theory is correct, and his illustrations were convincing. 
That portion of his remarks which related to physical development, és 
all we can find room for. ; 

He contesded that the comparative strength and size of civilized and 
savage men were in favor of the former, and quoted largely from a series éf 
interesting statistics published in the 17th volame of the journals of the 
London Statistical Society, the results of investigations made by Dr. 
Thompson, of the 71st regiment, among the New Zealanders—a raoe jast 
emerging from barbarism, cannibals within one generation, with the 
taste of their friends and relations not yet off their lips, and therefere 
excellent subjects for the experiments. His experiments commenced ' 
examining into their height. He measured 146. Their average 
was 5 feet 7 inches. The average height of 800 yeung men of the Uni- 
versity of Edinboro’ was 5 feet 8 inches—one inch more; and of 80 ste- 
dents at Cambridge, 5 feet 9inches. His 146 New Zealanders showed 
an average weight of 140 pounds. He weighed several hundred of big 
soldiers, and found their average weight te be 142 pounds; and he asoes- 
tained that the average weight ef 2648 soldiers, taken in England, was 
148 pounds. The question of weights, therefore, was settled in favor of 
the civilized race. In measuring the chest, he found the average breadth 
of the New Zealanders was 35 36-100. He measured 600 of his soldiers, 
and found it 35 71-100—an average difference of half ar inch in faver of 
the civilized race. The strengest man among the New Zealanders lifted 
a weight of 420 pounds ; that tapered down to 250. His strongest Rug- 
lish soldier lifted 507 pounds, and this went down te 850. The average 
weight lifted by the New Zealanders was 367 pounds; of the English, 422 
pounds. One of these estimates, it will be observed, comes up to one-half 
of the weight now lifted by our athletic Dr. Winship. On all these 
points, then, the advantage lies with civilization. The lecturer added 
that ‘‘civilization is the domestiextor of man. Domestication refines 
map, but does not weaken him. The hand that is strong within aniren 
guantlet will be just as strong in a white kid glove, and any man whe is 
a hero in a red shittin Maine, will be just as bereic in a white shirt on 
Beacon-street. The difference is that civilization gives, in addition to 
muscular development, a certain finer power, the nervous organization. 
It changes iron into steel ; it makes the race-horse as eompared with the 
cart-horee. Every gymuast knows that mere brute volame of muscle is 
nothing ; it is the quality of the muscle that tells ; aud so accordingly we 
know that the English aristocracy are as five a type of physical mosele as 
ean be found in the world."’ 








MACREADY AND VANDERHOFF. 
George Vanderhoff, in his ‘*Reminiscences,’’ tells the following pee 
fectly characteristic anecdote of the great English tragedian. 
At the rehearsal of ‘‘Weraer,’’ after Gabor’s relation of the murder 
by Ulric, when the Hungarian has retired into the turret, to await Wer- 
ncr’s decision, and Ulric, after an angry scene with his father, gays be- 
fore he leaves him : 
‘Keep your own secret, keep a steady eye; 

Stir not, and speak not ; leave the rest to me!

‘“*But,”’ be replied, “I bave always had it done so, and I wish you to 
do it in that manner.”’

MEMOIR OF MAJ. THOS. DOSWELL. 
PERFORMANCES OF DEUCALTON. 

| By some unaccountable oversight, we omitted to give the perform- 
| anees of the above distinguished horse. Deucalion is ach. h., foaled in 
1853 ; got by Revenue, out of The Queen (imported) by Priam, gran- 
dam Delpini by Wkisker—My Lady by Comus—The Colonel’s dam 
by Delpini—Tipple Cider by King Fergus—Sylvia by Young Marske— 
Brother to Silvio—Regulus—-Lord Morton’s Arabian—Mixbury—Mulso 
Bay Turk—Bay Bolton—Coneyskins—Hutton’s Grey Barb—Byerly Turk 
—Bustler, etc. 

On the 10th of October, 1856, Deucalion ran a race of two mile heats 
over the Fairfield course, beating a field of four, distaneing three the firet 
heat ; time, 3:523—3:56. The following week he walked over at Broad 
Rock. Two weeks after, taking no exercise, owing to his having fallen 
lame, he was beaten in a race of mile heats at Warrenton, North Carolina. 
On the 6th of December following he won a match of two mile heats, 
over the Columbia course, §. C., $1000 side,’beating Maj. Bacon’s Sally 
Roper, by Imp. Albion, dam by Imp. Glencoe, distancing her in the 
the seeond heat ; time 3:593—4:04. On the 18th of May, 1857, he won 
the proprietor’s purse at Fairfield, two mile heats, beating Shockoe and 
Tar River ; time, 3:49}—3:50. On the 21st of the same month he won 
the Jockey Club purse at Newmarket, three mile heats, beating Engi- 
neer and Franklin, overa deep and heavy track; time, 5:573—5:57}. 
In June, 1857, he wert on to New York to fulfil his engagement in a 
four mile sweepstakes with Nicholas I., Sue Washington, Toler, and 
others, when, in passing through New York city, he met with an acci- 
dent, since which he has not appeared on the turf. In no race that he 
ever ran (whea in condition, and he never lost but one,) was he ever 
put up.

Suffer me to ask the proprietors of race tracks, why it is they will so 
obstinately persist in having their tracks so very hard? To whose benefit 
does it result? Certainly not to the owners and the trainers of race 
horses. Then how can benefit occur toany one’ How many fine noble 
animals have been sacrificed upon hard tracks in order to gratify the 
foolish idea of fast time? A mean horse cannot injure himself upon 
any track, while a good long strider will break down entirely. A good 
horse soon becomes afraid of a hard track, and by this means sometimes 
stands 4 training, but so soon as the crowd has assembled, the horses 
mounted, and the drum tapped, the noble racer stretches his every 
nerve, and forgetful of the hardnese of the track, passes on until some 
of his tendons euffer in his efforts. 

Let me suggest this idea to owners and proprietors of hard tracks: 
Suppose you were required to jump from a fence ten feet high every day, 
how long would it be before you would make soft the place upon which 
you would alight? If you admit you would soften the ground, why then 
do you not take into consideration that justice due to a good horse? 
Some men foolishly remark that such and such a stock of horses is liable 
more than others to break down. They forget that a good race horse is 
more liable to break down than a mean one. Hence the foolishness of 
the remark. 

I feel confidently assured if all turfmen would join me in remonstrating 
with proprietors upon the hardness of the tracks and the fit condftion of 
the same, the time would not be far distant when more attention would 
be paid towards preparing, first fur the comfort of the horses that are ex- 
pected to afford amusement, then to please the eye and tickle the fancy of 
the lookers-on. Think for a few moments of your arrivals at the differ- 
ent race courses in the United States—I except none; are they first pre- 
pared for the horses to be trained upon, oris lime used profusely to at- 
tract the attention of loockers-on, while the track to be trained upon is 
entirely neglected? The result is that horses are frequently forced too 
suddenly to work in order to get ready to stand a bruising race. 

Hoping these remarke will mect the understanding of same proprietors 
in time to save some good horses from breaking down, I am

My Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—On last Wednesday commenced the first annual 
meeting over the,‘‘Hawthorne Course.’’ "Twas a bright beautify) day,

| to our hopes of permanent establishment, fair woman in lovely array 
|smiled upon the scene. We never have seen so quiet and orderly 
an assembiy on a race course ; surely never at a camp meeting even, 
was there ever so much gentle stillness among the great, rude, ‘yp. 
washed,’’ or calmer dignity upon the elite. Yet joyous excitement 
amid all. No gambling or imbibing booths on or adjacent to the 
course ; the weather didn’t call for the latter, and the ladies’ presence 
forbade it. 

The first race was for the Jockey Club Purse $500, three mile heats, for 
which two entries were made, viz.: O. P. Hare’s br. h. Tar River, 
Nicholas, dam by Cymon, 6 years old, and John Cantey’s ch. ¢,, John 
Linton, by Eutaw Shark, out of Jeannette Berkely by Bertrand Jr.,4 
years old.

The time of these heats is considered very good, as our course, though 

safe and level, is but newly made, having been recently ploughed very 
deeply.

On Thursday, 15th, Jockey Club purse $300, two mile heats. Mr. 
Thomas Puryear entered his b. h. Macon, by Glencoe, out of Millwood, 
5 years old, and Jno. Cantey entered John Linton. Linton looked 
better for his race on the day before, and running under pull, won the 
first heatin 3:59. 

Second heat—Linton led off slowly, Macon coming near him on the 
turn into the back stretch, and driving Linton down the stretch round 
the turn home, under the string in 1:55. Those three-quarters of a 
mile were enough to make Linton’s head swim. We think it made Ma- 
con’s, for going into the second mile Linton opened the distance grad- 
ually, and won easily in 3:56. 

On the same day there was a saddle horse race, $5 entrance, Club 
to give $25, for which there were five entries, mile heats. Mr. Cantey’s 
eutry won in the very respectable time of 1:57} and 2:08.

Congaree, Albine, 
and Mr. Moore's che f. by Red Eye, dam by Hero, came to the post, 
and seldom does one see more race-like and promising colts ; Congeree 
quiet as is his wont, the ch. filly and Albine anxious and restive; one 
false start, back to the post, when all are oif together, Congaree 
creeping a little ahead on the turn, Albine well braced and runniag 
easily. The little Red Eye dashes ahead on the back stretch, and 
opens a wide space between herself and her competitor:. Albine creeps 
up to Congaree, they lock, and in this position give chase after the filly ; 
they never reach her in the first mile, and she comes under the atrios 
like a frightened hare. Round the turn and Conguree laps, passes, but 

only by a length ; can shake her no farther off till Albine takes up the 
runping, when the Red Eye breathes for afew yards, and then bursts 
on Congaree’s quarter again, as he slips his nose under the string, Al- 
bine a good third, with plenty of runin her still. Heat run in 3:53}. 
They all cooled off well, Albine surprisingly well, for her friends did 
not think she could live through a close struggle of two miles. They 
come up for the second heat quietly, and spin around the turn together, 
the Red Eye lea ling into the stretch, and keeping ahead almost the en- 
tire mile, into the second, when Albine closes up, and Congaree joins 

company ; locked they speed for a quarter; Albine steals out, Conga 

ree prefers her society ; Red Eye wi!l not be left alone! Abreast they 

whirl into the stretch! Congaree having more to spare than the fillies 
had, let a little out, and won by a length and a half, Moore's mare win- 

ning gamely, and Albine close up, in 3:58}. 

On the same day, Jockey Club Purse $200, mile heats, best tinree in 
five, for which the following horses were entered : Macon, b. f. by Ret 
Eye, br. f. by Steele, and Wanderer. 

Cantey’s entry had the inside, Puryear’s next, Moore’s next, and 
Wanderer outside. There was a good deal of restiveness at the start, the 
Red Eye showing a dash of her sire’s temper, getting off some fifty 

yards, and disincline] to come back. Another attempt, and Cantey 

gets the lead, Red Eye locks on the turn, pushes ahead, Pury ear holding 
back, Gamble colt shut out. Moore’s Red Eye wins, pulling and play- 
ing in 1:54}. 

Second heat—Some little difficulty in starting ; at last the Red Eye 
filly leads off dashingly, Puryear’s horse pushes after hastily, almost locks, 
but cannot overhaul her: Cantey’s filly, trailing wearily, quits on the 
home stretch. Moore and Puryear sail together into the home stretch, 
but the filly shakes him off between the distance stand and the string, 
and wins the heat in 1:58, Cantey’s filly distanced.

hird heat—Moore dashes off, running a Ja Planet, Puryear following 


her with more game than was conceded to him, making an effort for the 
peat, which might have been successful, one of the stewards though t, 
if the filly had not crossed him ; she came in easily, winning the heat in 
168, 

The purse was being given to the mare, when a charge of foul riding 
wae entered, and the money was awarded to Mr. Puryear. It was ge- 
nerally regretted that such wag the case, for the Red Bye filly had won 
each heat so gallantly that she had made many friends. Mr. Puryear 
distiked, more than anybody else, to have thus thrust upon him, by the 
merest accident, a purse he knew his horse could not have won. The 
little darkey who rode the Red Eye was exhausted, and could not steady 
his mare, and she, playing like a colt, crossed the horse in spite of him. 
Mr. Puryear, at the Club meeting, after the race, contributed the amount 
of the purse as a basis upon which to form a sweepstakes next year. He 
deserves to win it, no matter to what amount it grows, for the generous 
and delicate motives which prompted the donation. 

After this there were several saddle-horse races, &. The meeting 
passed off pleasantly, and our visitors left, delighted with the cordial 
hospitality they met, and promising to come again and bring their friends.

Dear ‘‘Spirit.’’—The croakers who predict that Mobile races will in- 
evitably be interrupted by foul weather, have so far been disappointed. 
The day, though cold and dull, has been favorable to sport, and the 
prospect of amusement being good, from the large field entered for the 
puree, brought a better attendance to the course than had been seen be- 
fore. For the Stake, the field dwindled tu two, Sherrod and the Glencoe 
filly alone making their appearance, the former having the call by long 
odds. It wasa funny race. The colt took the lead from the beginning, 
with no apparent objection on the part of the filly, and as they passed 
down the back etretch, three or four lengths apart, bets could have been 
got on 2:05, and would have proved a very safe thing. There was no 
ranning at all until about the quarter stretch, but then the excitement 
of the struggle made up for the previous listlessness of the animal, and 
the quarter was made iu fine style, resulting in the deadest kind of a 
heat; time, 2:10. 

So good a result, after so unfevorable a beginning, encouraged the filly 
to contend for the race, and in the second heat the running was very 
close, the Lecomte colt leading, but not opening a gap till half way 
round. Even this was but little widened, and then closed again in the 
final contest, which was given up about three hundred yards from home, 
Sherrod coming in five or six lengths ahead, in 1:53}.

Second Race.—Allendorf was decidedly the favorite of the horses entered 
for the purse—opinion was divided respecting the others, and with all 
the chances of accidents among such a field there was considerable room 
for speculation as to the result. All was in excellent condition ; indeed, 
as regards condition there has seldom been a collection of horses among 
whom there was less amiss than that now in the Magnolia stables. 

Morphy won the pole, the favorite next, then Norborne, George Viley, 
and Nannie B. Several false starts were made, chiefly by the three first 
named, but a very fair start was at last effected, and away they went in 
8 crowd, out of which the filly gradually worked herself, and the contest 
lay entirely between her and the favorite during the heat. In coming 
home Norborne bolted and threw his rider, but not until he had passed the 
stand in the thirdjplace. Allendorf won the heat by half a length, Mor- 
phy getting within the distance by a tight squeeze. The heat was a fine 
one for this dull track, about the best, I think, that has ever been made 
here. In the second heat the bolter was drawn. Allendorf took the lead, 
closely followed by Morphy, but Viley soon went ahead, and made the 
running for some distance down the backstretch, when he gave up his 
place to Nannie and was never heard of again. Nannie, in turn, was 
obliged to resign to Morphy, and dropped into the third place, the chess- 
player holding his own gallantly through the remainder of the heat, and 
winning by full twenty-five feet, Viley distanced. As the question was 
now entirely between the two colts, the filly thought it unnecessary to 
make the running for them, and withdrew. 

The horses started in a gallop, but immediately recollected that run- 
ning was expected them, and a burst took place, more Like the 


nearly half way round, Allendorf's pace being a steady gain upon him un- 
til the order of running was reversed. ‘Then the speed slackened, quick- 
ened, and slackened again in a very irregular way ; but Allendorf had it, 
and having become satisfied about how much was absolutely necessary to 
win the race, put forth just that amount of vigor, and enough to leave 
Paul Morphy about a length behind, and so took the parse.

NATCHEZ (MISS ) JOCKEY CLUB RACES.

SECOND DAY. 

Another beautiful day was yesterday: theaircool and bracing, and yet 
most pleasant. The attendance at the track was unusually,large, and the 
interest taken in the races very great. Welwere glad tonotice the presence 
of a large number of laciez, whose smiles greeted the winners of the day. 
The first race run for was the ‘‘Natchez Sweepstake,’’ for two year old 
colts, named in compliment to the beautiful steamer Natchez, whose 
spirited and generous Captain had added to the large purse subscribed, a 
splendid service of Silver costing about $500. Out of the sixteen nomina- 
tions for the Stake but three appeared at the tap of the bell. Nine had 
declared off prior to Dec. 5, and four others paid forfeit yesterday—mak- 
ing the stake run for $1750, besides the silver. 

The contestants were Col. Odom’s black filly by Imp. Albion ; Mr. 
Kenner’s colt by Vandyke, and Capt. Minor’s Voucher filly, Casta Diva. 
The colt was decidedly the favorite against the field, in the betting rings, 
and as the result proved, not without a just fouadation for the preference. 
When led up to the line, the black filly proved too impatient and ‘‘eager 
for the fray.’’ She broke from cer groom, aud asif brushing for her 
life, despite all the efforts of her rider, wen: tearing round the track ; nor 
could the boy materially check her speed until the half mile post was 
gained, when submissively, but with fire in her eye, as if she disdained 
the curb that held her, she walked to the starting line again. 


off for the lead; took the track within a hundred yards of the stand, and 
at a rate of speed that at the moment seemed to ensure the distancing of 
her competitors, opened a gap of eight or ten lengths before she reached 
the quarter, which was run in 26 seconds: the half mile was reached in 
53 geconds, the same gap continuing ; the colt, however, making play at 
Casta Diva, and leading the latter at the turn. Round the turn they 
came, the Tennessee filly still far in the lead, and passing under the string 
five or six lengths ahead, a gallant winner in 1:51}; the colt second and 
Casta Diva a length behind. 

On the second heat Casta Diva got off with the lead, and tried to get 
the inside track, but the black filly was too fleet for her. At the same 
killing rate of speed that she showed in the first heat, she passed the bay 
filly, and ran to the quarter in 27 sec., at least five lengths ahead. Upon 
the backstretch, however, the colt seemed to conclude it time to take a 
share in the running. His rider called upon him and he answered beau- 
tifully ; passing the bay filly before the half mile was reached (54 sec.,) 
and at once challenging the black. He laps her, he passes her, swings 
round the turn ahead, and comes home in most beautiful style in 1:52, 
winning the heat by five lengths, the others holding up and near to- 

ether. 
. The third heat was almost a repetition of the second, the black filly 
again taking the track and leading her competitors two lengths to the 
quarter post in 28 sec. ; they challenging her at the half mile, (55 sec.,) 
where the colt passed her, and was never caught again. The struggle 
round the turn and down the stretch between the two fillies, for the se- 
cond place, was most beautiful and exciting.

So closed a remarkably quick and spirited race. When it is remem- 
bered that it was between two-year-olds, and carrying almost three year 
old weights—the colt 84, the fillies 81lbs—the time was very fast, while 
the even steadiness of the heats is noteworthy.

LETTER FROM “TORONTO WHISTLE.” 
The Toronto Turf—Pigeon Shooting—The Drama—Skating, etc. 


Dear ‘‘ Spirit’ —1 have been laid up in ordinary long enough, I think, to 
putin an appearauce now. I[ would have sent you a report of the fall 
meeting over the Carleton course here, had the races amounted to any- 
thing. There is a screw loose somewhere. Mr. Keele, proprietor of the 
Carleton course, and the Carleton Race Club, are at loggerheads, As 
| far ag I can learn, the cause is this: Mr. Keele last fall, without the au- 





| thority of the club, advertised amongst the other purses a Queen’s 

Plate. There were several horses here from @ distance to compete for 
it, but there was no Queen's Plate. The consequence was, the club fell 
into disgrace through the short-sightednesa of one individual. The 
plate was not to be run for until the fall meeting of 1860. 

I did notattend the fall meeting over the Newmarket course, and 
therefore cannot sy anything about it, but hope to send you a good re 
port of the spring meetings over both courees. 

So much for the turf, now for the gun. 

A pigeon shooting took place here om Monday, the 12th inst., for 
double-barrelled gua, twenty-two chances at two dollars a chance, two 
spring traps, 21 yards rise, 80 yards boundary, traps to be placed 21- 
yards apart. According to the advertisement, each shooter was to have 
five birds to start with, and then miss and out was the erder of the 
day, but owing to the scarcity of the birds, only 80 being on the ground, 
it was ultimately agreed upon, but not without a few dissenting voices, 
to shoot the whcle of the match first miss andout. A day or two pre- 
vious to the shoot, speculations were rife as towho would be the lucky 
one. A great maoy had considerable confidence in Harry Ellis (Harry 


was one of the three upper Canadian representatives at the great 
pigeon shooting Tournament held in New York two years ago, where. 
he gave a good account of himself,) but it was a well known fact that 
he was entirely out of practice ; in fact so were theyall, with one or two 
exceptions. The Kingstown champion, ‘‘Dobson,’’ (the veritable ‘‘Phil’’ 
I expect,) succeeded admirably, in not only getting his gun to explode, 
but in knocking down the centre stake that was stuck in the snow 
midway between the traps; his bird went to the right, from the right 
hand trap, and consequently he did not shoot within three rods of the 
bird. Tom B., the ‘‘pork’’ man, had no show to win. It was not 
the intrinsic value of the prize shot for that made the match so interest- 
ing, but because it was known that it would bring together some of the 
best shots (reputed) in Canada West. I went there for the purpose of 
witnessing some good shooting, but was sorely disappointed, John Muir 
winning the gun by killing five birds in succession. The weather was 
go intensely cold in the afternoon that good shooting could not be ex- 
pected. I use an appropriate, but by no means an elegant expression, 
made uze of by one of the contestants, ‘it was so cold that when he 
bent his neck to shoot, hecould feel the skin crack.’’ The outsiders 
were few and far between, but notwithstanding this, one managed to 
shoot another, and that, too, pretty bad, but happily not fatally. 

After the match was over, Harry Ellis and John Muir made a private 
match, which is to be shot off on New Year's day. 

Last week Wm. E. Burton was delighting the Toronto audience at the 
Lyceum. He left mare with the well wishes and a good many dollars of 
the theatre-going public. 

The ice boat aad tkating fraternity here have been sadly disappointed, 
owing to a new entrance formed by nature, at the eastern end of the

Among his cherished recollections was a visit in early youth or man- 
hood, to Philadelphia, where he saw General Washington, dering hig 
Presidency. we suppose. 

Another incident of his experience, in early life, was frequently referred 
to in his moments of retrospection—his only instance of intoxication. He 
yielded once to the taste of liquor and became intoxicated, and from 
that time steadily refased under any and all circumstances, and even 
under persuasions to drink spirituous liquors af any kind. Sickness, fa- 
tigue, old age, or feebleness, were often ur.zed by friends as inducements 
for the old man ‘‘to take a little,’’ but he had made his vow, and he 
stoutly keptit. 

He died literally at work or soon after diseharging one of ois errandgas 
a newspaper carrier, in which relation he served three or four offices, 
acting as carrier for some of the weekly newspapers of this city. 

He felt in George-strset, on Saturday evening, and before he oould be 
removed to his home, life had departed. He reported himself, a few 
weeks ago, as celebrating his seventy-ninth birth day, although many, 
from leng recollection and other reasons, consider him older by several
